D. Background (overview of why issue is before council):

The City of Ilwaco Public Works staff currently uses a 1980 Ford Tractor Mower that
was purchased from the State of Washington to mow roadway shoulders. In the past,
easements, ditches, the side of the earthen dam and trees/bushes were maintained with
weedeaters and saws. Additionally, crews from the local youth camp were tasked
with brushing trails near or by Black Lake. In more recent years, the staff has been
tasked with maintaining the easements and trails in the Discovery Heights area.
Public Works Supervisor, Dave McKee, estimates that the existing mower is used
April through October and can only maintain 1/4 of the actual area that should be
maintained. He is recommending the purchase of a used boom mower for
approximately $74,000 versus replacing the existing mower with something
comparable for $55,000. »

E. Discussion (specific details relevant to the issue, pros/cons, alternatives and any other
decision-making details)

1L

The 30-year-old mower is in need of replacement. The youth camp crews are limited
in the amount of time they can provide to the city. The state or county are not willing
to enter into a contract to maintain the areas needed to be brushed. Lindstrom & Son
Construction has a piece of equipment that operates currently at the rate of $180 per
hour or approximately $1500 per day. They cut approximately 1 mile per day. With
reduced Public Works staff, it is challenging to keep up with all of the easements and
areas that must be mowed and brushed. It takes a full week for one man to weedeat all
of the ditches in the Vandalia subdivision alone. The Public Works staff feels that the
purchase of a used 100hp mower with 20' boom at a cost of $73,995 (Exhibit A
attached) is necessary to keep up with all of the areas (Exhibit B attached) that need
to be maintained. Previously, the staff approached the council regarding the purchase
of a brand new unit using the state contract. The current cost of a new 80hp unit with
17' boom would be $96,537.

F. Impacts:

1.

Fiscal: The city would utilize the $30,000 budgeted amount for a down payment. The
remaining $44,000 would be financed at a rate of 3.5% for four years with annual
payments of approximately $11,979. The annual payment would be split amongst the
funds as currently illustrated on Exhibit B. The payments are currently not part of the
five-year proforma.

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2. Legal:

Various options have been investigated for cost and feasibility (Exhibit C
attached): ' ‘

a. Dave has estimated the useful life of the mower at 20 years. With
financing costs, the cost of the tractor/mower would equate to approximately
$3,900 of cost per year over the useful life. As illustrated on the attached
spreadsheet, the estimated cost of labor, fuel, equipment and maintenance is
estimated at $64 per hour of usage.

b. Another option suggested by a council member was to add another staff
member at $12/hr ($25,000 annual) full time for three months to do nothing
but brush with a weedeater and saw. Wages and benefits would be
approximately $8,100 before the cost of needed equipment or gear. The
existing mower unit would still need to be replaced to maintain roadsides at a
cost of approx. $55,000. Using a standard weed eater and saw would not allow
for the individual to reach the trees or canopy over the Discovery Trail.

c. Another option would be to replace the existing mower for $55,000 and
utilize existing staff to maintain along roads. Lindstrom and Son Construction,
at a rate of $180 per hour, could maintain easements. The Lindstrom mower is
on a track, so it would damage Discovery Trail or asphalt.

d. Currently the Port of Ilwaco pays $55 per hour for Jubilee Construction to
mow with a unit that pulls behind a tractor. This equipment could not be used
to maintain ditches or even the shoulder of a road way.

H. Staff Comments:
1. The purchase of a boom mower would benefit the city:

a.

Replace the 30-year-old highway mower for safety and beautification along
road ways. The city is required to maintain these areas along the state highway
that passes through the city limits.

Operators would use the boom mower to maintain numerous ditches and
easements vs. using weed eaters. Specific locations in need of heavy
maintenance include Vandalia and Sahalee.

Operators could utilize the boom mower to maintain the brush and canopy
along the Discovery Trail and around Black Lake.

Operators could use the mower to maintain the majority of the side of the
earthen dam.

J. Proposed Motion: I move to authorize the mayor to purchase a used boom mower and
new flail head for approximately $74,000, with a down payment of $30,000 and finance
the balance with terms at or near annual interest of 3.5% for four years.
